Interest groups with money and teams of lobbyists-are 
probably working hard to save their projects and pro- 
grams. Chinese Americans，much like many smaller 
minority groups, have no one representing their inteT- 
est in Washington and must therefore wait and hope 
for the mercy of those in PoOwer. 

It does not have to be so0. 

Every time there is an election，Chinese Americans 
throughout the United States contribute to various 
candidates. If only we could unite, put this money into 
a single coffer and engage Professional lobbyists to 
Work for our interest, things might happen. 

Politics may be a dirty game. But we:are in it to- 
gether. Instead of sulking at the governments dis- 
criminatory treatment and neglect，wWe should join 
together and play thelr game.

made in the early 17th century in 
Anhui as the unique printing and 
Painting community began to _de- 
velop，and examples of these are 
included in the exhibit's first sec- 
tion. The quality of the printing 
and the delicate lines of the ink- 
cake illustrations are Particularly 
noteworthy. : 

The exhibit then moves into the 
heart of the Anhui school as de- 
fined in the work of Hongren 
(1610-1664)，A monk who sup- 
Ported the old Ming regime and 
refused allegiance to the Manchus， 
Hongren was the central artist in 
the Anhui school, and his dry and 
austere brushwork depicting fat， 
angular Shapes exemplifes the 
School. This understatement amid 
Simplicity well convey the serenity 
andi'strength of:the:mountains. 
Hongren himself venerated the 
Yuan dynasty artist Nizan，and 
modeled his own painting on Ni- 
Zan'"s Sparse, dry style. 

“Minimalist” offshoot schools 
are Tepresented in the section after 
the central Hongren segment. Fol- 
lowing the .dryness and austerity 
Which deftined Hongren's work， 
these artists extended them almost 
to anrextreme, so that many of the 
briefly-stated，sparse paintings 
appear to be more students” 
Sketches than the finished work of 
a 17th-century Chinese painter.
